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Explanations  of  the  Catalogue- 


NEARLY  thirteen  years  have  elapsed  since  the  publication  of  the  Ninth  Edition 
of  the  London  'Catalogue,  during  which  period  critical  botany  has  made  a 
steady  advance  ; whilst  the  difficult  questions  connected  with  nomenclature 
are  becoming  gradually  settled  on  principles  which  command  very  general 
acceptance,  although  finality  in  the  naming  of  many  species  would  appear  to- 
be  still  some  way  off. 

A Ninth  Edition  of  Babington's  Manual,  edited  by  Messrs.  H.  and  J.  Groves 
and  published  in  1904,  has  appeared  since  the  last  edition  of  the  London  Catalogue, 
but  as  it  was  issued  prior  to  the  Vienna  Congress,  some  names  are  again  changed, 
although  great  pains  were  taken  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  the  then  current 
standard  permitted. 

Rogers’  Handbook  of  British  Rubi  and  W.  R.  Linton’s  book  on  The  British 
Hieracia  have  also  appeared. 

The  sequence  of  the  Ninth  Edition  of  the  Catalogue  has  in  the  main  been 
retained,  following  as  before  Bentham  and  Hooker’s  Genera  Plantarnm,  also  the 
nomenclature,  except  where  the  rules  of  priority  have  made  a change  necessary. 
Mcenchia  has  been  kept  up,  in  accordance  with  the  best  recent  opinion  ; and 
Clinopodinm  (for  C.  vulgare  Li),  has  been  restored,  though  Calamintha  is 
retained  for  the  other  species.  Sub-species  are  treated  as  varieties  and 
pre-Linnean  genus-names  ignored,  as  in  the  Ninth  Edition.  Hybrids  are, 
wherever  practicable,  placed  in  alphabetical  order,  in  accordance  with 
Vienna  rules. 

The  question  of  the  inclusion  or  rejection  of  certain  aliens  from  the  Catalogue 
is  a point  that  will  always  involve  differences  of  opinion.  The  policy  adopted  in 
the  present  edition  has  been  in  the  direction  of  reducing  the  number  by  expunging 
the  names  of  a few  species  hitherto  included  that  are  of  very  rare  or  doubtful 
occurrence.  Those  interested  in  the  subject  may  be  referred  to  that  excellent  little 
work,  Dunn’s  Alien  Flora  of  Britain,  which  has  been  carefully  reviewed  and 
commented  on  in  the  Journal  of  Botany,  pages  138  and  207,  1906. 

The  difficulty  of  dealing  . with  this  matter  was  felt  by  the  authors  of  the  first 
edition  of  the  London  Catalogue,  published  in  1844,  where  a list  of  “Excluded 
Species”  was  printed  on  the  inside  of  the  buff  cover ; the  Introductions  to 
subsequent  editions  always  referred  to  the  same  trouble,  till  in  the  fifth  edition  no 
less  than  three  separate  lists  of  “Excluded  Species”  were  published,  and  not  until 
the  publication  of  the  eighth  edition  was  the  plan  of  having  separate  lists  wholly 
dropped.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  those  who  have  compiled  the  Catalogue  to  adopt 
as  reasonable  a course  as  possible  on  this  subject,  though  their  efforts  in  this 
direction  cannot  be  expected  to  please  everyone.

The  genera  Thalictrnm , Mentha , and  Sali.x  have  been  revised  by  the  Rev 
E.  F.  Linton,  who  has  also  contributed  various  helpful  notes.  The  Hieracium  list 
was  prepared  by  the  kite  Rev.  W.  R.  Linton  ; the  Batrachian  Ranunculi  and 
Utaracece  by  Messrs.  H.  & J.  Groves  ; R it  bus  by  the  Rev.  W.  Moyle  Rogers  - 
Evens  and  the  Villosev  section  of  Rosa,  by  the  Rev.  A.  Ley  ; the  Canimv  section 
•of  Rosa  bv  Major  Wolley-Dod  ; Fumaria  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Pugsley  ; the  Pansy 
section  of  Viola  by  Dr.  Eric  Drabble  ; Potamogeton  by  Mr.  Arthur  Bennett, 
who  has  also  contributed  many  notes  and,  as  on"  former  occasions,  brought  the 
census  numbers  up  to  date.  This  having  been  done  early  last  year,  his  figures 
have  since  been  slightly  added  to  by  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Marshall  owing  to  recent 
additions  or  special  information.  Where  the  specialists  above-mentioned  have 
given  their  own  census  numbers,  these  have  been  accepted  as  correct.  The 
genera  Epilobium,  Euphrasia , Rhinanthus,  Salicornia,  Betuta  and  Car  ex  have 
been  revised  by  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Marshall. 


Constant  use  has  been  made  of  Rendle  and  Britten’s  “ List  of  British  Seed 
Plants  and  Ferns,”  and  of  their  papers  and  notes  in  the  Journal  of  Botany. 
Mr.  Britten  has  also  personally  given  great  help  and  advice  on  many  doubtful  points. 

Due  attention  has  been  paid  to  Mr.  G.  C.  Druce’s  papers  on  Nomenclature  in 
Annals  of  Scottish  Natural  History,  1906-7.  Mr.  Druce  has  also  kindly  given 
personal  help. 

To  all  of  the  above  the  Editor’s  grateful  thanks  are  tendered. 

But  the  chief  credit  for  the  preparation  of  the  present  edition  of  the  Catalogue 
must  be  given  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Clarke  and  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Marshall.  The  former 
collated  the  materials,  drafted  the  new  Catalogue,  and  carried  on  an  extensive 
correspondence  with  many  of  our  leading  botanists  ; but,  when  Mr.  Clarke  had 
carried  the  work  as  far  as  he  felt  able  to  go,  it  was  his  desire  that  the  MS.  should 
be  passed  on  to  some  critical  botanist  (which  he  did  not  profess  to  be)  for  final 
revision  and  for  the  further  clearing  up  of  doubtful  points.  The  Rev.  E.  S.  Marshall 
most  kindly  consented  to  take  the  matter  up  here,  and  has  devoted  a great  deal 
of  time  and  trouble  to  revising  and  completing  the  Catalogue  for  the  press. 

Throughout  the  final  stages,  Mr.  Clarke  and  Mr.  Marshall  have  been  in  constant 
correspondence  and  in  full  accord,  though  the  latter  is  alone  responsible  for 
alterations  to  which  his  name  is  affixed. 


They  both  desire  to  state  that  some  of  the  changes  in  nomenclature  are 
adopted  against  their  own  personal  preference,  and  seem  to  them  to  give  priority 
of  date  an  undue  importance  at  the  expense  of  scientific  exactness,  but  they  have 
been  made  with  the  view  of  a strict  compliance  with  the  Vienna  rules  which 
by  many  botanists  is  thought  desirable. 

The  Editor  desires  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  it  is  to  these  gentlemen 
that  the  thanks  of  botanists  are  mainly  due  for  the  appearance  of  the  Tenth  Edition. 
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The  following  explanations  are  taken  from  letters  that  accompanied  some 
of  the  lists  sent  : — 

On  Rubns  the  Rev.  W.  Moyle  Rogers  writes  : 

“So  great  an  impetus  has  been  given  to  the  study  of  our  native  Rubi  in 
recent  years,  and  so  widespread  and  painstaking  have  been  the  researches  of 
many  capable  workers,  that  a rather  considerable  increase  to  our  list  was 
inevitable.  Yet  further  study,  it  is  believed,  will  conclusively  prove  how  necessary 
it  was  to  differentiate  these  additional  forms,  descriptions  of  which  will  be 
found  in  Journ.  Bot .,  1896-1906. 

“In  no  instance  has  such  differentiation  been  hastily  adopted  ; and  as  regards 
most  of  the  plants  concerned,  their  distinction  and  separation  from  previously 
known  British  forms  has  already  been  fully  justified  by  experience.  I should 
add  that  I alone  am  responsible  for  the  comital  numbers  attached  to  each 
species  and  variety,  and  that  I am  prepared  to  explain  or  justify  these  to  any 
local  botanist  who  may  be  specially  interested  in  them.  For  a detailed  explana- 
tion of  the  few  changes  which  have  been  introduced  in  the  nomenclature  of 
the  older  species  those  who  use  this  Catalogue  may  be  referred  to  the  paper 
on  this  subject  contributed  to  Journ.  Bot.,  1905,  pp.  198-205.’’ 

On  the  Villoscv  section  of  Rosa  Mr.  Ley  writes  to  me  : 

“While  adhering  entirely  to  the  lines  of  the  paper  published  by  me  in  the 
Journal  of  Botany , 1907,  I have  grouped  the  forms  with  a view  to  make  them 
correspond  with  those  of  the  Canince  section,  as  arranged  by  Major  Wolley-Dod.” 

On  Hieraciuni  the  late  Rev.  W.  R.  Linton  wrote  : 

“The  Hieraciuni  list  is  brought  as  far  as  possible  up  to  date,  although 
several  forms  submitted  to  Scandinavian  experts  have  not  yet  been  returned 
with  their  opinions,  and  a few  forms,  evidently  distinct  from  any  yet  described 
as  British,  are  waiting  further  investigation.  To  some  extent  therefore,  the  list 
must  still  be  regarded  as  of  a tentative  nature." 

On  Sal  is  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Linton  writes  : 

“ The  same  order  is  retained  as  in  the  Appendix  in  ed.  ix.  Those  forms 
which  are  with  good  reason  believed  to  be  of  hybrid  origin  are  set  out  under 
■one  of  the  parents,  the  alphabetical  order  being  observed.  There  are  two  willows 
which  have  been  suspected  by  some  to  be  hybrids,  which  are  treated  in  different 
ways.  S.  acuminata,  Sm.  (origin  unknown),  is  placed  as  an  independent  hybrid. 
5.  decipiens,  Hoffm.,  is  restored  to  specific  rank.  Also  S.  Hoffmauuiaua , Sm., 
is  a good  sub-species  rather  than  a variety  of  S.  triandra,  L.  Under  S.  purpurea, 
S.  ctuerca  and  S.  repens,  some  forms  have  been  admitted,  which,  though 
described  as  species,  are  scarcely  distinct  varieties,  but  they  serve  in  the 
herbarium  to  group  together  similar  plants  in  these  multiform  species. 
S.  phylicifolia,  L.,  has  been  displaced  by  some  because  Linnaeus  confounded  it 
with  .S’,  nigricans,  Sm.;  but  since  the  confusion  was  cleared  up  by  Sir  James  Smith, 
I put  the  familiar  name  in  the  list  as  S.  phylicifolia  (L.),  Sm.;  and  since  the  only 
other  name  prior  to  Smith’s,  S.  bicolor,  Ehrh.,  was  subject  to  as  much  confusion 
as  that  of  Linnaeus  (see  Wimmer  Sal.  Eur.  78),  S.  phylicifolia , Sm.,  would  perhaps 
be  the  legitimate  designation. 

“The  comital  distribution  of  the  list  generally  is  fairly  up-to-date;  but  the 
segregates,  S.  fra gi  l is  type  and  var.  britannica,  S.  alba  type  and  var.  ccernlea, 
are  not  fully  worked  out,  and  the  hybrids  of  S.  viminalis  with  the  Caprcoe,  and 
X acuminata,  Sm.,  want  much  more  attention,  and  the  comital  numbers  given 
are  far  from  complete.” 

It  may  be  well  to  again  remark  that  the  Catalogue  is  hot  intended  to  be  a 
critical  authority  as  to  which  plants  are  to  be  considered  as  species,  sub-species, 
varieties  and  forms,  which  is  the  proper  function  of  a Flora  ; but  aims  simply  at 
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providing  in  the  most  convenient  form,  a useful  working  list  of  British  Plants.  It 
shows  at  a glance  the  relative  frequency  of  the  various  species,  and  may  be  used 
as  an  index  catalogue  to  the  herbarium,  for  purposes  of  exchange  and  for  making 
local  lists  ; it  follows  no  one  Flora,  but  seeks  to  embody  the  most  generally 
accepted  opinions  of  British  botanists.  It  aims,  in  short,  at  utility  rather  than 
authority,  although  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  it  as  accurate  as  possible 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  exists. 

The  following  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  census  numbers  is  extracted  from 
Mr.  Watson’s  “Explanations”  in  the  Seventh  Edition  of  the  Catalogue. 

“The  numbers  which  follow  the  names  of  plants  are  intended  for  a census— 
a scale  of  rarity  or  frequency  in  relation  to  Britain  as  a whole.  They  express  the 
numbers  of  counties  in  which  the  species  has  been  reported  to  occur,  as  set  forth 
in  [the  2nd  edition  of]  Topographical  Botany  [revised  as  before  stated].  By  sub- 
dividing the  larger  counties  into  two  or  more  vice-counties,  as  explained  in  the 
work  mentioned,  their  number  is  increased  to  112.  Various  circumstances  interfere 
with  the  possibility  of  making  these  numbers  quite  exact,  either  absolutely  so  or  in 
comparison  with  each  other  ; explanations  of  which  may  be  sought  in  the  work 
from  which  the  numbers  are  taken.  In  general,  these  numbers  show  the  counties 
ascertained  for  the  species  in  a native  or  quasi-native  condition  ; but  in  several 
instances,  notably  in  the  instances  of  fruit-trees  and  timber-trees,  of  mints  and 
other  culinary  herbs,  the  number  has  been  given  too  high  through  the  impossibility 
of  clearly  distinguishing  the  truly  native  habitats  from  others  improperly  so- 
reported.  In  cases  where  an  old  aggregate  has  been  divided  and  now  appears 
under  two  or  more  segregate  names,  the  census  numbers  will  usually  be  too  low, 
through  want  of  full  records  in  accordance  with  the  change.” 

The  Editor  regrets  that  lack  of  space  precludes  his  adopting  a suggestion  that 
the  comital  distribution  of  plants  occurring  in  Ireland  should  also  be  shown  by  a 
second  number,  following  Watson’s  numbers  for  Great  Britain.  This  information 
can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  E.  Lloyd  Praeger’s  Irish  Topographical  Botany.

THE  above  work  forms  an  octavo  volume  of  between  500  and  600  pages. 
It  was  commenced  over  twenty  years  ago,  when,  for  purposes  of  the 
Flora,  the  county  was  divided  into  ten  districts.  Each  of  these  districts  has 
been  explored  botanically  both  by  the  authors  and  by  the  many  kind  friends 
and  contributors  who  have  helped  to  bring  this  work  to  its  present  standard  of 
completeness. 

In  addition  to  these  more  recent  observations,  it  includes  all  that  have  been 
previously  published,  also  copious  records  from  the  public  and  other  herbaria 
which  have  been  consulted. 

There  are  two  Maps.  The  larger,  reduced  from  the  Ordnance  Survey,  shows 
the  divisions  of  the  several  botanical  districts ; the  smaller  is  coloured  geologically. 

In  the  Introduction  the  Topography  of  the  county  is  described,  separate 
sections  being  devoted  to  its  Botany,  Geology,  and'Meteorology.  The  history  of 
botanical  investigation  in  the  county  is  traced  from  the  sixteenth  century  onwards. 
A table,  showing  the  distribution  of  each  plant  as  regards  its  occurrence  in  Essex, 
Middlesex,  Surrey,  and  Sussex,  with  complete  lists  of  contributors  and  of  the 
books  and  herbaria  quoted,  are  also  given. 


The  Journal  of  Botany  writes  : — "It  is  twenty-six  years  since  Mr.  Hanbury  announced  in  this 
journal  that  he  had  taken  up  the  preparation  of  a Flora  of  Kent,  and  for  many  years  afterwards 
his  holidays  were  spent  in  the  county  in  the  collection  of  material.  In  the  life  of  a busy  man  work 
of  this  kind  must  necessarily  occupy  a secondary  place,  and  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the 
publication  was  delayed,  and  that  Mr.  Marshall’s  aid  had  to  be  called  in  for  the  completion  of  the 
book.  It  was  emphatically  worth  waiting  for,  as  it  may  take  rank  with  the  very  best  of  our  county 

floras,  if  indeed  it  may  not  be  placed  at  their  head In  order  to  facilitate  use  in  the  field. 

an  edition  on  thin  paper  has  been  provided,  suitably  bound  in  limp  leather,  which  is  far  from  dear 

at  its  price  of  15/- There  is  a careful  repression  of  irrelevances,  and  an  equally  careful 

avoidance  of  repetition  ; the  introductory  essays  on  the  geology  and  meteorology,  and  especially 
Mr.  B.  D.  Jackson’s  ‘historical  summary,’  condensed  with  much  skill  into  twenty  pages,  are  models 
of  what  such  things  ought  to  be. 

“In  the  careful  and  excellent  printing  of  both  the  Flora  of  Kent  and  the  Flora  of  Cheshire, 
the  Flora  of  Middlesex  seems  to  have  been  taken  as  a model,  and  no  better  could  have  been 
chosen.  Both  Floras  are  important  additions  to  our  stock  of  such  works,  and  both,  from  the  numerous 
interesting  notes  they  contain,  are  well  worth  the  attention  of  botanists  who  are  in  no  way  associated 
with  the  counties  with  which  the  works  are  concerned.  Our  only  regret  is  that  the  space  at  our 
disposal  does  not  permit  us  to  dwell  upon,  or  even  to  point  out,  the  many  matters  of  interest  which 
each  contains  ; but  we  shall  have  best  done  our  duty  towards  them  by  sending  our  readers  to  the 
books  themselves,  both  of  which  deserve  the  highest  commendation.”
